New York city , 
with its great con cen tration of 
motor v ehicles, recorded on ly on e 
traffic fatality .

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AT SEA IN RUSSIA 
The new American ambassador to Russia, Jo­ 
seph E. Davies, is installing a cargo of new bath­ 
tubs, furniture, weather-conditioning equipment 
and other strange luxuries in the American em­ 
bassy, to the amazement of the Muscovites. An 
American newspaper man familiar with Russian 
life finds himself wondering a little why men of 
wealth and social position should want such 
posts. Those bathtubs somehow emphasize the 
wide gulf that separates American and Russian 
society. 
“In the case of Mr. Davies,” he suggests, “it 
can’t be social ambition, for ‘society’ in the 
usual sense doesn’t exist in Russia. There will 
have to be a lot of other satisfaction to compen­ 
sate for the drabness of social life and the spir­ 
itual loneliness the new embassador and his fam­ 
ily are lik ely to find in Muscovy. A few more 
bathtubs and an air-conditioning system aren’t 
enough to meet the problem.” 
There is some social life among the diplomatic 
corps in Moscow. But even if diplomats in such 
a locale are marooned socially, they might be 
expected to find a k een intellectual interest in 
what is going on around them, as newspaper 
men have done. The contrast of the life there, 
the different viewpoint, the free experimenta­ 
tion, the energies let loose, are all a challenge to 
any visitor, whether he lik es it or not. 
Ambassador Davies will doubtless be especially 
interested in seeing the effort now beginning, to 
adapt that Russian social, political and economic 
system, in many ways the opposite of ours, to a 
new governmental constitutoin which to a large 
extent seems modeled on our own. 


many other minor provisions of the treaty have 
also been ignored. 
Now, the only remaining thorn in the side of 
Germany is the fact that she lost her colonies as 
p art payment of the reparations of damage in­ 
flicted on other countries by her aspirations to 
become conqueror of the world in the great war 
that she waged starting in 19 14. Of course, the 
abrogation of this p art of the treaty is something 
entirely different from promises of what will be 
done in the future. These colonies have already 
been allotted to other countries and are under 
their control.

What little that these territories 
represent in what is owing to the allied coun­ 
tries, which is all that they have salvaged from 
the rosy promises of Germany, is not lik ely to 
be turned back in light of the happenings of the 
past few years. 
The only alternative that der fuehrer will be 
so bold as to attem pt the same methods that 
Mussolini did in Ethiopia or that Japan staged 
in annexing Manchuria. Even so belligerent a 
character as he pretends to be would hardly 
aspire to such heights of folly.

DIVORCE RULING 
Judge Titsworth, of the Rush 
circuit court, believes that an 
amendment to the Indiana di­ 
vorce law, approved by the 19 35 
legislature, is unconstitutional. 
He defines it as class legislation. 
Under the provisions of 
this 
amendment incurable 
insanity 
was made a cause for divorce, but 
the new provision said that no 
decree might be granted unless 
the defendant had been “duly 
and regularly committed to and 
confined in a hospital or asylum 
for the insane, either in this 
state or in some other state or 
territory, for a period of at least 
five years next preceding the 
commencement of the action for 
divorce, nor unless it shall be 
made to appear to the court that 
such insanity is incurable.” The 
new law also made it necessary 
for the person who instituted the 
proceedings to have been a resi­ 
dent of this state for at least five 
years prior to the beginning of 
the action and declared that the 
granting of a divorce for this 
cause should not “relieve the 
successful party from contribut­ 
ing to the support and m ainten­ 
ance of the defendant.” 
Prior to the enactment of this 
amendment no form of insanity 
was a cause for divorce in In­ 
diana. There was a possibility 
that the existence of insanity at 
the time of marriage could be 
made a cause to have the rela­ 
tionship annulled, but proof in 
such cases was difficult and they 
rarely were brought in court. 
Back of the refusal to grant a 
divorce where insanity was al­ 
leged was the difficulty on the 
p art of courts and physicians to 
determine whether mental dis­ 
orders were incurable or would 
yield to treatment.

Seed har­ 
v ested from a field where the or­ 
ig inal hy brid seed was planted is 
not necessarily the resu lt of a 
definite cross. A certain propor­ 
tion of imbreeding takes place. 
This inbreeding redu ces the v ig or 
of the plant and the resu lting 
y ield will be less. 
Hy brids may be either g ood or 
bad according to the proportion 
of g ood and bad y ielding charac­ 
teristics inherited. Only a few 
of the many hu ndreds of hy ­ 
brids which hav e been made will 
consistently and decisiv ely ou t- 
y ield ordinary open-pollinated 
corn. For ev ery g ood hy brid pro­ 
du ced and placed in commercial 
produ ction there hav e been hu n­ 
dreds u pon hu ndreds of hy brid 
combinations made which were 
only slig htly better, equ al to, or 
ev en inferior to the common 
open-pollinated strains of corn. 
To the u ser of hy brid com the 
whole problem “boils down” to 
the one essential of bu y ing only 
hy brid seed which is known to be 
a dependable, tested, and prov en 
hig h-y ielding 
combination 
of 
strains. 
In Indiana and other com belt 
states most of the hy brid seed of 
su perior performance which has 
been properly produ ced has been 
inspected for certification 
by 
State Crop Improv ement Asso­ 
ciations. 
Approx imately 
35,000 
bu shels hav e been certified in In­ 
diana this y ear bu t mu ch of it is 
sold. 
The fiat g rains su itable for 
Edg edrop planters are certified 
with blu e tag s while the irreg u ­ 
lars su itable only for special 
plates are g iv en the y ellow tag . 
The blu e tag seed is made u p of 
two g rades: small flats and med­ 
iu m flats. It is hig hly important, 
in order to av oid ov er planting 
that the g rower adju st his plant­ 
er to the size of seed before start­ 
ing to plant. 
In performance, hy brids hav e 
g iv en the best resu lts this y ear of 
any du ring the last fiv e y ears 
since the first g enu ine hy brid 
seed was made and distribu ted in 
Indiana. The hy brid stood more 
erect du e to its more ex tensiv e 
root sy stem, resisted the drou g ht 
better han open-pollinate and in 
practically ev ery case ou ty ielded 
open-pollinate. 
One-half 
the 
fields checked in the Fiv e Acre 
Contest this y ear was planted 
with the hy brid seed and more 
than 50 per cent of the hig h 


y ields inclu ding that of the State 
Winners were from hy brid seed. 
The performance throu g hou t the 
corn belt has been su ch that the 
demand for hy brid far ex ceeds 
the present seed su pplies. 
More hy brid seed will be made 
as rapidly as stocks of inbreds 
and sing le crosses permit. A larg e 
nu mber of Indiana farmers hav e 
applied for sing le cross seed at 
the Pu rdu e Ex periment Station 
in order that they can make hy ­ 
brid seed. Howev er the su pply 
of fou ndation stock has been 
limited by the u nfav orable g row­ 
ing conditions of 1936 and is not 
adequ ate to meet all demands. 
Ru sh cou nty g rowers shou ld 
u se hy brids nu mbered in the 600 
and 800 series. The y ielding abil­ 
ity of the two g rou ps is practical­ 
ly the same althou g h nu mbers 
starting with 8 indicate later m a­ 
tu rity than others.
